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Receipts  from  both  crops  and  livestock  in  I9i^6  were  substantially  higher  than 
in  \9^S',  but  the  increases  wero  distributed  rather  enevenly  throughout  the  year.  This 
was  particularly  true  in  the  case  of  livestocl<  and  products  where  the  increase  was  con- 
centrated in  only  5  months  of  the  year.  Price  decontrol  during  these  months  resulted 
in  both  higher  prices  and  heavier  marketings.

Total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  November  I9U6  were  2'?  percent 
greater  than  November  19^'-5«     Income  in  all  regions  and  in  nearly  oil  States  v/as 
substantially  higher  than  in  19^5*  with  increased  prices  responsible"  for;. a  large 
part  of  the  gain.    Pronounced  gains  v/-ere  made  in  receipts  from  livestock  in  all 
regions  as  compared  \/ith  Nover.ber  19^5*     Income  from  dairy  products  rose  pharply 
throughout  the  country  and  receipts  from  meat  3n.imals  shov;ed  significant  gains  in 
all  regions  except  the  ITorth  Atlantic,    Receipts  from  c  rops  rose  I6  percent  for  the 
country  as  a  v/hole,  and  varied  from,  practically  no  change  in  the  South  Central 
Region  to  30  percent  a'-'ove  in  the  West  North  Central  Region,     Significant  increases 
were  shcvn  in  receipts  from  apples  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  soybeans  and  corn 
in  the  East  North  Central  Region,  wheat  and  soybeans  in  the  V/est  North  Central 
Pjegion,  tobacco,  cotton  and  peanuts  in  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  soybeans  in  the 
South  Central  Region  and  cotton  and  v;heat  in  the  Vfestern  Region. 

From  January  through  November,  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings 
increased  lU  percent  over  the  same  period  in  19^5»     Increases  ranged  from  h  percent 
in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  to  IS  percent  in  the  v^est  North  Central  Region.  Re- 
ceipts from  livestock  for  the  11  months  were  10  percent  above  19^5*  South 
Atlantic  Region  showed  a  decline  of  5  percent,  with  income  from  b rollers  and  hogs 
decreasing  substantially,    Hov^ever,  increases  were  registered  in  all  other  regions. 
Decided  gains  were  made  in  all  regions  in  receipts  from  dairy  products;  and  in- 
creases in  income  from,  hogs  were  especially  important  in  the  East  and  West  North 
•Central  regions.    Receipts  from  crops  from  January  through  November  shov^ed  an  18- 
percent  increase  for  the  United  States,     Gains  were  made  throu-Thout  the  country  as 
receipts  from  apples  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region,  soybeans  and  v;heat  in  the  East 
arji  Vfest  North  Central  regions,  cotton  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central 
regions,  and  v;-heat  in  the  Vfestern  Region  rose  sharply.

The  Farm  Income  Situation  presents,  in  its  regular  monthly  issuos, 
estim.ates  on  a  national  "basis  for  (l)  total  cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  "by 
commodity  groups,  total  Government  payments  for  the  2  preceding  months,  and  cumula- 
tive totals  for  January  through  the  preceding  month;   (2)  index  numhers  of  cash  re- 
ceipts and  of  physical  volume  of  farm  marketings  for  several  preceding  months,  for 
crops  and  livestock,  with  and  without  seasonal  adjustment,    Estimates  "by  States 
are  presented  for  cash  receipts  from  total  crops  and  total  livestock  for  the 
second  month  preceding.    Receipts  from  the  major  individual  commodities  comprising 
these  State  estimates  are  shown  separately  on  a  regional  hasis,  arranged  in  order 
of  importance  in  the  month  under  consideration.
